It transfers money 
from one part of the country to an- 
other, as you may require; and it 
takes care of shipment and safe 
guarding of securities. These are 
only examples of the services a Char- 
tered Bank performs.

STILL NEED FOR CAUTION 

While the Edmonton schools have reopened, 
it is well to remember that poliomyelitis has 
not disappeared from the province, that more 
cases may develop in the city, and that the dan- 
ger of even an epidemic has not definitely passed. | 
While they hope for the best, the health authori- | 
ties have not said it is safe to let children con- 
gregate as they usually do. 

For a time the resumption of school attend- 
ance should mean more, not less, supervision of | 
the little folks. To the watchfulness of parents 
should be added vigilance on the part of teachers. 


And no one who notes the symptoms should fail 
to call in a doctor promptly. Many a battle has 
been lost by assuming that the fight was over 
because there had come a lull in the struggle. 


IF NEED DECIDES 

It is a reasonable proposal, advanced by 
former provincial treasurer Cockroft, that part 
of the $1,200,000 voted by the legislature last 
spring to redeem savings certificates held by 
persons in needy circumstances should be used 
to redeem bonds whose holders are in the same 
position. Provided, of course, the whole amount 
is not likely to be required to cash certificates, 

On the ground of priority, holders of savings 
certificates may claim preference to bond-hold- 
ers, since they did not lend their money for any 
fixed term, but were told they could get it wh 
ever they wanted it. But priority is not the 
ground upon which certificates are being cashed; 
need is the condition for securing payment, and 
presumably those who are most in need get pay- 
ment first. 

As between a holder of savings certificates 
who is only “hard up” and a bond-holder who 
is actually in need, the latter is entitled to pre- 
ference on that ground.

The churches of Canada have banded them- 
selves together to see that the scurvy-threatened 
people in the dry areas of the west do noj suffe: 
next winter for lack of vegetables and fruit. 
They are not in this proposing to duplicate or 
displace the relief measures taken by the federal 
and provincial Governments, but only to supple- 
ment these. Official relief measures never do, 
and probably never can, go the whole way to 
supply distressed families with the standard of 
living that should prevail in Canadian homes. 
There is always room for benevolence to add 
something to the official rations, in quantity, or 
kind; something that will make for good health 
and good spirits among the unfortunate ones 

The objective has been set at 500 carloads 
of garden produce and fruit, collected in the 
provinces where nature has been generous in 
these things.

There is no danger that 500 carloads will be 
more than is required. There are 45,000 families 
on Saskatchewan farms alone whose Jand has 
produced no crops this year. Ordinarily far more 
than 500 carloads of vegetables and fruit would 
be consumed by them in a year—and they will 
be helpless until another crop has been ripened. 
Whoever can help, by cash, or kind or services, 
in making up shipments of these needed foods 
will be doing something worth while for the 
victims of drought, for Canada—and for his own 
satisfaction.

BRITISH LABOR TAKES A STRONG STAND 
ON NATIONAL DEFENCE 
(By Ludwig Lore) 

The British Trades Union Congress, which met 
at Norwich during the first half of this month, 
will be remembered for its declaration of policy 
on national defense, The resolution, which was 
adopted by 3,544,000 against 224,000 votes, had 
been drafted by the National Council of Labor, 
the central body of the entire British labor 
movement, consisting of representatives of the 
Labor Party, the Trades Union Congress and the 
Labor Party group of both houses of parliament. 
Its indorsement of the annual Trades Union Con- 
ference was, therefore, as certain as anything 
can be, but even its most active defenders were 
sarprised by the smallness of the opposition vote, 

When the cables first commented on British 
labor's changing attitude toward the armament 
question, this column recalled that shortly before 
parliament adjourned the majority of the Labor 
Party group in the House of Commons had de- 
cided to permit its members to refrain from vot- 
ing on the army and navy budgets. The decision 
was practically a declaration in favor of increased 
armaments and as such it was generally under- 
stood. 

The resolution adopted by the Norwich Con- 
gress declared that no Labor government, in the 
present state of Europe and the Far East, could 
do otherwise than carry out the national gov- 
ernment’s rearmament program. The actions of 
the aggressor countries would leave it no choice 
but to insist through the League of Nations on 
an emphatic superiority of force, 

More interesting than the speeches in support 
of the motion were the questions and answers of 
the delegates. They showed a good deal of doubt 
as to whether the new policy might not prove 
harmful to British and European labor. ‘Does 
the report imply,” asked Aneurin Bevan, M.-P. 
(Miners’ Federation), “the support of the move- 
ment for the government armaments plan?” Sir 
Walter Citrine, general secretary of the Trade 
Union Congress and mover of the resolution, re- 
plied: 

“We are committed neither to the govern- 
ment’s general plan nor to its policy. As to the 
policy of the government, we are absolutely op- 
posed to it—all of us—that is common ground. 
We are committed to adequate defense, which 
must have some regard to the weakness of the 
League in its present condition.” 

Opposition to the rearmament motion was, 
curiously enough, led by the Amalgamated En- 
gineering Union, whose members are the key 
men in armament production. These delegates 
maintained that the resolution committed labor 
to the “support of the national government, the 
unforgivable crime of well-known traitors and 
renegades who were once in our ranks.” 

Dr. Hugh Dalton, leader of the Labor Party 
and its fraternal delegate to this convention, 
speaking in favor of the resolution, referred to 
the National government as a “public danger.” 
“It must go,’ he said, “and our movement alone 
is strong enough to do it... .” Arthur Hormer, 
Communist president of the South Wales Miners’ 
Federation, asked: “Do you believe it possible 
that the British government, as now constituted, 
would join the Fascist powers?” 

Walter Citrine’s answer to this quest 
to the point. “Do you believe,’ he asked, “that 
any British government will pledge the forces 
of this country behind the Fascist powers? You 
are under-ratir importance 
of your great movement. Would you support 
the British government going to war on the side 
of the Fascist powers?”

‘Passing Show

The executors of a newspaper columnist have 
a nice 30-room suite to sell, if anyone would like 
a comfortable little place in which to live. It 
occupies three floors of a fifteen-floor apart- 
ment block on Fifth Avenue, New York. 

There are seven fireplaces, eighteen baths, 
and a conservatory on the roof. There are lawns, 
shrubs and a picket gate leading to flagstone 
walks on the roof, It is reached by a special 
hall and a private elevator, 

Like most newspaper columnists, this chap 
liked freedom, so he had a special living room 
built to give him lots of air. It is 60 feet long 
by 30 feet wide and two storeys high—the equiv- 
alent in cubic feet of twelve ordinary one-storey 
rooms 15 by 20 feet. I won't worry you with the 
details of the oak panelling, the windows 18 feet 
high and six feet wide, and the drawing room 
chairs in needlepoint lace, valued at $8,000 
apiece. The owner was Arthur Brisbane, chief 
columnist for William Randolph Hearst. He 
drew a salary of $256,000 a year—imore than 
twice what I get for writing The Passing Show. 

As Ambrose Bierce once said of Hearst “He 
is never just, but always generous.” 

Yet my little Paradise Island with its rush- 
ing tidal waters, its bays and salmon eddies, its 
rocky hills and shallal—covered “draws” in 
which the deer hide, would cost more to build 
than Arthur Brisbane's show place on Fifth 
Avenue, New York. Once Brisbane managed 
to live in his Fifth Avenue super-suite while I 
see the place of my dreams each summer only 
long enough to develop a heartache. 

Edmonton isn't the only place now enjoying 
a heated election. Two young Ontario farmers, 
the dynamic “Mitch” Hepburn, and a handsome, 
likeable fellow known as William Earl Rowe 
are having a hectic battle. 

Liberals are placarding the boardings with 
a sign “Carry On, Mitch!” to which the Con- 
servatives have replied with posters asserting 
“You can TRUST Rowe.” 

The rival farms of the rival leaders come in 
for notice. Conservatives refer derisively to the 
Premier's farm as his “onion patch.” “Mitch” 
has done good work with his 650 acre “onion 
patch.” He drained a swamp to make it one of 
the best onion farms in Ontario and asserts with 
typical absence of modesty, that it would be 
even better if he had more time to spend there. 

Earl Rowe and his famous trotting horses 
also come in for notice from the jokesmiths. One 
newspaper commentator observed that “Peter 
Chilcoot”—the most famous of the Rowe stable 
got as much publicity out of the Conservative 
nominating convention as did his owner. 

When I was an unfortunate candidate at 
Edson in the time of the great wind in August, 
1935, a newspaper friend at Vancouver received 
an S.O.S. from Alberta asking him to “dig up all 
the dirt” he could about Cowper and send it on. 

There's one thing to be said in favor of “dig- 
ging up the dirt” and using it for mud-slinging 
when both candidates are farmers.

We've just finished a series of tag days in 
Alberta. Money is not their only need. They 
need thoughtful consideration. Here are some 
“don'ts” in connection with the everyday treat- 
ment of the blind that we who have normal 
sight might well bear in mind. 

1, Don't treat them as though they were ab- 
normal specimens of humanity. Never talk to 
a blind man as though he were deaf. The fact 
that he is blind is no indication that he cannot 
hear. Never credit him with a child's men- 
tality by addressing him through a third person 

2. Don’t refer to blindness as an affliction: it 
is only a handicap. Never express sympathy 
for a blind person in his presence 

3. Don't try to “carry” a blind person when 
he is entering a trolley car or a train, crossing 
the street, or mounting the stairs. When assist- 
ing him to a seat, simply guide his hand to the 
chair; this gives him its location, and he needs 
no further assistance 

4. Don't “tack” when piloting him across the 
street; avoid angularity and walk straight across 
if possible Otherwise you may upset his 
reckoning and cause him to stumble when 
reaching the curb. Never push him ahead of you 
Let him take hold of your arm; the movement 
of your body will help him to know what to 
expect. 

5. Don't think that a blind guest is a serious 
responsibility, that he will interrupt the har- 
mony of the home, or need someone to dress and 
feed him. To show him the electric light switch 
or looking glass is, of course, superfluous 

6. Don't ascertain if a blind man takes sugar 

in his tea by inquiring of his companion; his own 
mentality is capable of enlightening you A 
blind man once told me with a good deal of zest 
that nothing annoyed him more than to have his 
hostess ask of his daughter, “Does your father 
take sugar in his tea?” 
7. Don't make unusual! revision in conversa- 
tion to avoid using the word ‘'see”’ by substitut- 
ing the word “hear” or “heard.” Use the word 
“blind” without hesitation if you are discussing 
blindness with persons so handicapped, but don't 
substitute this topic for the weather 

8. Don't fail to speak, if only a word, upon 
entering a room in which there is a blind person, 
it announces your presence and helps him to 
identify you. Always shake hands when meet- 
ing or leaving a blind friend, for a handshake 
is as expressive as the face and is the substitute 
for the smile of friendship. Always introduce 
the blind person to all who are in the room; if 
he alneady knows the people, tel] him just who 
is present. 

9. Don't be patronizing with the blind. Al- 
ways be natural. Remember that the blind per- 
son you meet is constituted much the same as 
you. Ten chances to one he lost his sight after 
reaching maturity 

10. Don't leave a door ajar in the 
office where there is a blind person. Always 
keep it closed or else flung wide open flush 
against the wall. The half-opened door is the 
most dangerous obstacle blind people encounte: 
You with normal eyesight who have collided 
with a half-opened door in the dark, can appre- 
ciate fully this admonition, And never leave any 
unusual object in a passageway or other place 
where blind people are in the habit of walking

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 

Eig years before the Canadian 
Pec fic steel was joined at the great 
divide on Nov. 7, 1885, Lady Duf- 
ferin drove the first spikes on a 
railwey at Winnipeg to link thet 
city with the Minnesota railways
